Hopefully,  these  aids  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  not-too  distant 
future,  for  the  researcher  in  Asian  studies  greatly  needs  such  invaluable 
tools  to  expedite  and  enhance  his  work.  The  East-West  Center  Library, 
which  maintains  a  close  interest  in  the  development  of  library  resources 
on  the  Asian  and  Pacific  area,  will  continue  to  encourage  their  produc¬ 
tion,  publication  and  distribution. 

It  is  in  this  larger  interest  that  Mr.  Saito,  a  staff  member  of  the 
University  of  Hawaii  Library  has  compiled  the  present  work,  and  that  it 
has  been  published  and  distributed  by  the  East-West  Center  Library  as 
one  of  the  Occasional  Papers  series.  The  general  editor  of  this  series 
would  like  to  thank  the  compiler  for  his  painstaking  and  successful 
work,  Philippine  Newspapers  in  Selected  American  Libraries;  A  Union  List, 

and  special  appreciation  is  also  due  Mr.  Alan  Taniguchi  for  his 
careful  typing  of  a  difficult  manuscript.

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INTRODUCTION 

Growing  American  academic  interest  in  the  Philippines  is  demonstrated 
graphically  in  two  ways:  (1)  by  the  number  of  doctoral  dissertations 
completed  and  (2)  by  the  number  of  citations  listed  in  the  Bibliography  of 
Asian  Studies-  For  example,  Curtis  W.  Stucki“s  American  Doctoral  Disserta¬ 
tions  on  Asia  lists  137  dissertations  on  the  Philippines  in  the  1959 
edition,  while  it  lists  214  dissertations  in  the  1963  edition,  an  increase 
of  56  per  cent  in  four  years.,  The  Bibliography  of  Asian  Studies  for  1958 
lists  about  300  citations  on  the  Philippines,  while  the  1964  edition 
lists  some  750  citations,  an  increase  of  150  per  cent  in  six  years. 

This  union  list  of  Philippine  newspapers  is  compiled  with  the 
intention  of  providing  scholars  and  researchers  with  a  tool  to  facilitate 
research  in  an  area  of  growing  concern.  It  attempts  to  list  newspapers 
published  in  the  Philippines  which  are  available  in  the  United  States, 

The  distinction  between  a  newspaper  and  other  types  of  periodicals  proves 
at  times  to  be  a  difficult  one.  The  compiler  has  adopted  the  definition 
of  a  newspaper  used  by  Fessler  and  Riccardi  as  a  working  guide: 

A  newspaper  is  a  publication  appearing  daily, 
weekly,  or  at  other  intervals,  in  sheet  form,  following 
conventional  newspaper  format  (masthead,  columnar 
arrangement,  headlines),  the  chief  function  of  which  is 
to  report,  illustrate,  and  comment  upon  current  events 
of  either  general  or  special  interest,* 

Official  Gazette  (excluding  the  one  issued  by  the  Japanese  military 
Administration)  has  been  included  but  publications  in  magazine  format 
have  been  excluded,  e,g,  Philippines  Free  Press.  Newspaper  holdings  largely

from  historical  society  libraries  and  some  titles  have  been  excluded.  For 
these  holdings  and  titles  see  Gregory's  American  Newspapers  1821-1936. 

Since  the  compiler  has  not  personally  examined  all  the  titles  listed,  some 
titles  of  magazine  format  may  have  been  unintentionally  included. 

In  the  process  of  conducting  bibliographic  research  for  The  Philippines; 
A  Review  of  Bibliographies,**  in  the  summer  of  1963,  the  compiler  also 
examined  and  compiled  a  list  of  Philippine  newspapers  available  at  the 
following  libraries:  University  of  California  (Berkeley),  University  of 
Chicago,  Newberry  Library,  University  of  Michigan,  New  York  Public  Library, 
Columbia  University,  Yale  University,  Library  of  Congress,  and  University 
of  California  at  Los  Angeles .  These  data  were  supplemented  from  published 
sources  such  as  the  Newspapers  on  Microfilm  and  Postwar  Foreign  Newspapers „ 
From  these  sources  a  working  draft  was  dittoed  and  distributed  to  30 
libraries  with  strong  -outheast  Asian  collections .  Replies  were  received 
from  28  libraries  with  additions  and  corrections. 

Two  observations  are  worth  noting  about  Philippine  newspaper 
holdings  in  the  United  States:  (1)  The  compiler  was  constantly  confronted 
with  the  problem  of  scarcity  and  of  often  conflicting  bibliographical 
information  and,  while  the  selection  of  publication  dates  has  at  time  been 
arbitrary,  primary  reliance  has  been  on  the  bibliographical  information 
from  the  loose-leaf  folder  on  the  Philippines,  one  of  the  49  unpublished 
folders  supplementing  A  Check  List  of  Foreign  Newspapers  in  the  Library  of 
Congress  maintained  in  the  Serial  Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  (2) 
Holdings  of  the  provincial  newspapers  by  American  libraries  are  decidedly 
inadequate.  During  the  time  of  compiling  and  editing  (February  1966),  the

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compiler  could  state  with  considerable  confidence  that  no  library  in  the  U.S. 
subscribed  to  any  current  provincial  newspapers*  In  brief,  current  newspapers 
from  important  provincial  cities  such  as  Cebu,  Davao,  Iloilo,  and  Zamboanga 
were  not  available  in  any  American  library. 

The  bibliographical  information  in  the  working  draft  was  verified  by 
Miss  Edita  Baradi  of  the  University  of  the  Philippines  Library,  but  she  is 
in  no  way  responsible  for  any  errors  this  union  list  may  contain.  Many 
titles  were  added  after  Miss  Baradi8 s  checking.  The  present  compiler  is 
solely  responsible  for  errors  or  omissions  and  would  greatly  appreciate 
being  notified  of  them,  since  a  revised  edition  is  contemplated  within  the 
next  few  years.  Unfortunately,  the  complete  files  of  Ajrer’s  Directory  of 
Newspapers  and  Periodicals  were  not  available  to  thf  compiler,  so  only 
those  volumes  from  1898  to  1933  were  examined.  The  following  publications 
were  also  consulted  for  bibliographical  information;
